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Vcffels. Here tte arfairs of Af*/- 
ta , and other Chrtfiiaifs, us'd ta 
lay in wait for Ship's that trade 
from ScinoRhdes. It lies twelve 
Miles diOant from Samos, The Sea. 
about, it was formerly call d the 
icmdft Sea, from icarui, fo Fa- 
mous among the Aneisnt Poets. .

ding, an 100 Houfes. The Pro- 
iliontory towards Sdm^ is' call'd 
Phan4ri^ ox thQ Lant horn; Becaufe 
of a Watch Tower here built , to 
give light to Marriners in the Wight. 
The Xower is yet (landing , and 
the common People are (b ht mi- 
ftaken in thejcommon Fable , as to 
pretend that learns and bis Son

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Ivcre here kept Prifohers. But 
they ate given to a CretluUty of 
new. reports more . inconveoienc 
than that of old Fables, and that 
the belief of TjreaiiHres hid ioall 
old Ruins ever fiiice the taking of 
Conftantinofle , where fo mnch was 
found long after it was burn'd. 
This conceit blowfi up : by various

whereof part, though not ally they 
fay, was carried away feme 40 yeai s 
ago,by fome AfiAti^ki\thit came over 
by ftealth, and in the Night, dug up 
allthegroui^d^ And an old Man, 
whbmlfpokewith) that fa w them 
at work > but durft noc come neer 

till 
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till they had til gdne aboard 5 and ^ 
fetSail, upon hisappoach, found 
the dead Carkaie of a Man newly 
flain; whom they fuppofe was 
facrific'd to the Genius of the place, 
or the Guardian Angel of the Trea- 
fure. They add befides , that be- 
fore this adventure of the Jfiatuis , 
I he place was.haumed with a Spirit, ' 
which alwaie$ ' appeared in blacky 
?nd dcftroy'd their Oxen , at kaft 
one in a year. B ut fince that time , 
the place was no more haunted, nor 
did the JJL^abourers ever complain of 
the lofs of an Ox. 

About this Shore are the beft 
Cockks of all the Anhifei^a^

great abundance of Nut-Trecs.

ban4 it ^ yet great report is made 
hither £?r Devotion; and from 
time to time there never wants a 
fapAs to fay the Prayers of the 
Church in it, / 

There are befides thefe three al- 
ready nam'd , a great many tittle 
Villjfges (batter a up and down 
through the whole Ifland^ which 
for the number of Houfes, are kr-

They are very , 
expert in making Boats , and fmaH 
Vefliels, which are infuoh efteem, 
that they are bought up by all theiif 
Neighbours. Befides their Traf- 
fick in Wood and fmaii Veflfels^they 
vend good ftore of Sheep and - 
Goats , wherewith their Moun* 
tains are well ftor*d. And yet 
their care to keep them is f o fmall ^ « 
that without either milking them^ 
or driving them into Coats , or 
Folds > or making any limits or 
bounds , they only vifit them twice 
a Year, to count the number of 
their Flocks , and to . imprint the 
Marks of the proper Owhers% 
$om6tbereare» aodthofe of the 

Rijpheft, 
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Richeft , that are at the trouble of 
milking fo many , as may fupply 
their Family with Cheefe, They 
vend likewife good ftore of Swinfes 
Fle(h. W ax> and Honey they have 
great plenty of 5 buttheir Honey is 
in no great efteem , becaufc of 
that bitternefs of taAe which it 
iceceives from their Bees feeding up- 

' on Firr leaves, which Tree that 
Ifland abounds with. 

The raoft commendable thing of 
this Ifland is their Air and Water ^ 
both fo healthful , that the People 
are y^ty long liv.'d , it being an 
ordinary thing to fee perfons in it 
of an 100 years of Age, which is 

' a great wonder, ; conlidering how 
hardily they live. There is not a 
Bed in the Ifland , the Ground is 

^ their Tick , and the CQld Stone 
their Pillow^ and the Cloaths they 
wear is all the Coverlet they ufe. 
They provide no more Apparel 
than what they wear all at once, 
when f hat is part wearing any lon- 
ger, then think of a new Suit. - 

' Betwixt their , ordinary times of 
' . Eating, 
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Eating , there is not a piice of S 
Bread to be found, in the Ifle. A 
little before Dinner, they take as 
much Corn as will ferve that 
Meal , grind it with a Hand-Mil 1 5 
bake it upon a flat Stone 5 when 
'tis Bak^d , the Mafter of the Fa- 
mily divides it equally among the 
\ family*, but a Woman with child • 
has two fliares. • If any Stranger ^ 
comes in , every one patts with a 
Piece of his own (hare to accom- \ 
modate the Strangen Their Wine 
is always made with a third parr 
Water, and fo very weak and fmalL 
When they drink it, fo much as is 
thought fufikient is put into ond 
lai^e Bowl , and fo pafles round* 
The iV/V^/^« are the only Iflaiiders 
of all tliZK^rchifeUg^j that nci- j 
ther keep Wifltf to fell, nor lay it* 
Up in Wooden Veflels , but in long | 
Jars, covered all over in the Ground. 1 
Wheff they have a mind to Tap it , 
they make a Bung -hole in the top, 
iand draw it out with GaneSi 
Their Houfes are fo plain, that all 
the Furniture you can rfee is an 

^rJ^d- 
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Hand-Mill, befides this^ there is 
nothing but bare Walls : That little 
they have befides is all hid under 
Ground 5 not fo much for fear of 
the Corf Airs (from whom their Po- 
verty is a fure guard) as out of Cu- 
ftome. t^or ate they all fo poor, 
arnot to be able to buy Beds , but 
cuftom has brought them into a 
contempt of Beds^as raeerly fuper- 
fluikis 5 infomuch, that when they 
Travel into other Iflands, they • 
rcfufe the offer of a Bed. A Prieft 
of N/V/ir/4 coming into 5if«rw , was 
courteoufly entertained by thofe of 
his Order , and at Night was of- 
ferM a Bed to lye in 5 he thank'd 
them 5 but refused , nor could by 
any importunity be prevailed upon, 
but told them the Earth was his 
Mother , from whence he would 
not keep a diftance ; befides he was 
afraid of being Sick , if he fhould 
lye in a Bed 5 and therefore if they 
had a kindnefs for him , they mun: 
give him the liberty of fleeping 
after his own Country way. 
When I went to vifit them as 

Arch- 
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Arch-BiOiop ^ and ignorant of ths 
' . Guftom of the Country , carry'd 
no Bed. At Night, where I firft 
lodged, asking for a Chamber, they 
told me they had no other than that 
where I firft came ; then asking for 
a Bed , they told me it was not the 
Cuftdm of the Country ; then de- 
firing jo borrow fome Bed Cloaths 
s for Love or Money, all they brought 
me wasoneSniock made of couria 
Dimity* , 

They have no great communi- 
cation one with another, any far- 
ther than the publick times of Sa- 
cred Solemnities 5 or Civil Bufinefs 
doth caufe them to come together. 
At other times they keep ttridfcly 
^vithin the narrow Sphere of their 
own affairs* Formal VifitSj. Treats; 
and Entertainments, are things un- 
known. If any bufinefs do put 
them ppon a Vifit to their Neigh* 
hour , they come not clofe to his 
Door , but ftand off at a great di- 
ftance , and call aloud to him ^ If 
he make them anfwer, they dif- 
courfc the Bufinefs they came about, 

ftanding | 
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ftAnding otf at the fame diftance; 
except tbey be earaeftly jtivited to 
come in« And tljis way of diC- 
a)urfiaig at a diftjiBC^ th^y pra&tce 
more in the Fields and Monntairis 9 
their Vojices being fb ftrpog , that 
\ 'tis ordinary to talk at a Miles dir , 
ftance j fometimes at four ox five> 
where the V^'^ys inKrpos'd be- 
tween, t^x^o hills ;,' givf advantage 
to the Voice. . So^netimcs tHey can » 
difcourie at tjiat diftance^ tt^at the 
qairriajge of the Sound through tho ^ 
Winding of the Valleys > fliall re-^ , 
quire half ,a (garter of aq Hours 
time- and yet they makediftinfti 
and proper Aafwcrs , , both iaudible

The beginning of Monks in 
Mount ^wos , was from the time 
that the Mahometans invaded ^gyft 
and ^yria^ where the Monks in 
thofe places enjoying no^ fecurity of 
their lives , came into Greece , and 
defired of the Emperour a Place 
to live iU) according to their Mona- 
ftick way. He appointed them 
Mount Athos^ and Athanafius fore- 
mentioned, was the firft that foun- 
ded a College here.

M their firft coming to Mount 
Athosj they were. a Colony of the 
Monks of thcfli^i^ Landy av ho fol- 
lowed the Rules of St. Anthony of 
^^gyftyZnA St. Sahas*^ but chiefly the 
Rules of St. Sabas , who liv*d long 
z&ct St. Anthony , when Monkeiry

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way of life in the Wildera^Si to^ 
become fiibje^k to Rules «nd Ordeiis, ^ 
to locorooratQ into Sdcieties^ to 
change tneir Caves into Cloifters , 
andfo remove from Dedbrts to good . 
dwelling Houfes ^ and places^ Qf 
better convenience and acc^tpfimo 
dfttion. This St. S4h$s^ by his ennit 
nent and fingqkr ftriAncfs, did 
highly advance the Fame and Ad- 
. ' ftoirationof a Monaftick Jife. Hq 
was by birth a Caff^dgmn , of the 
Village of Mu$slafca^ in the Dioce^> 
of Cdfarea^ and being left Heir to 
a good Eftflte, under the Care ojt 
his^nohHermiasy the perver&oefs 
. cf his Aunt made him quit that 
yincles Houfe , and go to Svand$s ,i- 
to Uve with another Pride ^ iwhofe 
name was Gregory. Thiy fa0ee^in|; 
a Diflention between ^fae two Un^ . 
pies, he, to avoid all occafion of dir» 
cord> betook hioifelf to th^ Mpna^ 
ftry of VlinsiMA near MntAU^cs^ 
wnence at the eighteenth year of

There 
were afterwards more Monaftries 
of this name ip PaUftw. Laura fyfgh 
crum by 'Jordan , built by one Jaco- 
hm. Laura Malifcha ^ built by f/V- 
minasj aad Laura Marich^e^ by Seve- 
riantis , and Laura Elcerebay by Juli^ 
anus. But this Laura ^ built by 
St. Sabas^ was the moft Famous',' 
where in his life-time the number of 
his Monks encreas-d to jjo. He 
was eminent in the time of Anafta- 
fius^ Juftims^ and ^uJUnianus ; Em- 
peroursof CcnftantwofU. ^ anddy'd 
in the 94'^ year of his Age* His 
name is yet Very repiarkable among 
the Emtm cirijli a ffs ^ efpecialty 
at Mount i^thosy whofe firft Monks 
were but a Colony of his Difciples , 
and whofe ancienteft College is cal- 
led Laur a fi:om his Laura iq falxfiine. 
Their qonftant morning Prayeif 
is three hours before day 5 theiip 

evening 
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jBvemng Prayer ^t Sun-fet. Oil 
Sundaj^s they go ^0 Players five 
hours before day in the morning ^ 
and before great Holy-days their 
Prayers continue all night. They 
have likeu^ife other let hours of 
Prayer for tlie day- time. 

They that enter into this profefr 
fion 5 ' are kept fix months Proba- 
tioners 5 during which time they 
are put to alt tfee Exercife they 
muft undergo in th(?ir Profeflion. 
After the fix months are expired > 
the Noyitiat chufeth among th? 
Old c^/(^/rj a God-Father to introduce 
him 5 and to inftruft him Ip the 
Ceremony of his Admiflion. This 
God-father brings him to' the 
Chut'ch door, where he is ftrip'd 
to his Shirt , and proftrates himfelf, 
then he makes a fecond proftration 
in the middle 6f the Church ^ and| 
a third at the Altar , and a fourth to 
the Superiour. .
